COON’S DISCOVERY. 


HE WRITES A LBTTER TOSECRBTA- 
RY MANNING, 


in Which He Resigns Gis Office, Butatthe Same 
Time Remarks Thatthe Democratic Party is 
Not Yet Bducated Up to the Full Civil 
Service Standerd—Other Notes. 


Wasuincton, November 1.—The following 
is the letter of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Coon, tendering his resignation: 

WASHINGTON, October 23, 1885.—Hon, Daniel 
Manning, Secretary of the Treasuary—Sir: In re- 
sponse to your request, I hereby tender to the 
president, through you, my resignation of the 
Office of assistant secretary of the treasury, to 
take efiect upon the qualification of my successor, 

In doing to 1 beg to express my acknowledg- 
ments for the kindly assurances of 
your entire satisfaction with my 
performance of the duties of my office, and for 
your expressions of regret that you must part with 
me.- You furthersay that for reasons not neces 
sary to explain youare under the necessity of 
asking for my resighation. Ican only infer from 
this that these reasons are political—in other 
words, that I am to retire from the office to which I 
was appointed rome eighteen months ago because 
Iam not in political accord with my superiors. 
I beg to remind you that early in March 
last, on the supposition that there might be 
a feeling Of this kind, I frankly informed the presi~ 
centaud yourselfthat, while I had been promoted 
to the office of assistant secretary, after a service 
of nearly twenty years in the treasury without 
the intervention or solicitation of a single poli- 
ticjan. Thad always been and still was a republi 
can; that whileI did not deem it consistent with 
cither circumstances of my appointment or the 
spirit of reform in ths civil service to which 
the administration was pledged to abandon 
my office because of political 
preferences, yet I was ready to do so at any mo- 
ment if desired by you. To this you replied that 
you Cesired me to remain and assist you, ‘for the 
present, &t least.’’ But while sotely intent upon 
giving you loyal support in all matters avper- 
tsining to the public business, I have. not failed 
to observe that my continuence in office has not 
been accepiabie to a considerable portion of the 
party press, and very many politicians. The criti- 
citms showered upon you in this connection have 
made it plain that public sentiment as concerns 
one party at least, is not yet sufficiently advanced 
to epcourage or approve the retention of subordi. 
nate officers for reasons other than political, 7 
infer that this is alsothe conclusion §reached by 


you. 
With the pleasantest recollections of your 
courtesy, and best wishes!for you personally, [ 
hive the bonor to be very respectfully, your 
cbhedient servant.

TWO QUBER DBVILS,

ceeurred there within a few days, but he doog 
not understand that the physicians consider it 
epidemic, or that it exists at all at the anchor- 
age, or ameng the shipping.

‘‘It is worth noting,” he continues, “that of 
twenty seven deaths from cholera, which are 
said to have occurred in one direction within 
a quarter of a mile of this consulate, on the 
12th, 13th and 14th instant, the whole twonty- 
seven were either men or boys, all of whom 
bad been taking part in idolatrous processiens 
which had paraded the streets in the night and 
rain for the purpose of warding oif Linnaan. 
Such occasions ere elways accompanied with 
much imprudent eating anc crinking, thus’ 
fitting the participaute for the attack and ren- 
dering them unable to recover when once ill. 
The parading of theidolt called by foreigners 
the ‘Tall White Deyil’ and the ‘Short Black 
Devil,’ are the~chief sanitary measures em- 
ployed in Foo Chow to prevent the ravages of

EXPLOSION OF ATUG BOILER 


Which Resnitsinthe Killing of Four Men, 
and the Wounding of Others. 
Detroit, Mich... November 1.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning the tug Frank Moffit, bound 
down with four barges, rounded to because of 
thick weather, at the wharf at Sombra, oppo- 
site Marine city. Theline was taken ashore 
and made fast, but the current was so strong 
that the captain thought to ease up a trifle on 
the hawser, and s80 rang one bell to 
goahead. Ashe did so the boiler of the tug 
exploded without sign of warniag, and with 
terrific force, carrying away the upper works 
and a large portion of the deck planking, be. 
sides shattering the hull from atem to stern. 
The cause is not known, but it is supposed to 
be a lack of water in the boilers. At the time 
Jobn Ward, first engineer, of Detroit; William 
Miller, second engineer, of Port Huron; 
James Wylie,home unknown,and; Walter Fish- 
er, of Port Huron, fireman,were at their posts, 
and all were killed. Captain Thomas Curry 
hed a leg broken and was otherwise injured. 
Frank Furtah, wheelman, and Andrew Reed, 
deck hand, were badly scalded. Maud Ben- 
nett, the cook, who was in the atter cabin at 
the time of the explosion, was blown into the 
river, from which she was rescued 
unipjured. Robert Goodwin, mate, who 
wes ashore handling the line, was blown 
over the woodpile, and had his side injured. 
The bodies of the dead sank in the river and 
bave not been recovered. The injured men 
are at Sombra under the care of a physician 
from PortHuron. The tug was built at Port 
Huron in 1869, and was valued at $7,000,

: a Farm, 

Dayton, Ohio, November 1.—According to 
a letter received by Mrs. Kate Hanby, of this 
city, two young ladies from this locality have 
recently displayed remarkable pluck and en- 
er, ode by entering a field hitherto consider- 
ed to be monopolized by the sterner sex. They 
took up a farm in the far west and cultivated 
it = eir own manual) labor. 

rly last spring, says Mrs. Hanby, two 
youre dies of this city Misses Mary W. 
Briggs and Rebecca J. Stickler, conceived the 
idea of going west and enteringa claim for 
govermment land. After overcoming the 
patural opposition of their friends and care- 
fully weighing the advantages and disad- 
va of different localities they determin- 
ed to strike out for northwestern Nebraska. 
_ About the lst of May they started on their 
journey, full of hope and enthusiasm and fol- 
lowed r the best wishes of all who knew 
them. Through the kindness of a friend they 
had been put into communication with a land 
egentet Valentine, Nebraska, which proved 
to be @ source of much comfort to them, as the 
Medation for travelers in that locality 
was 0O8h scarce and rude. After reaching 
Valentine the two yee g ladies consulted the 
open, and each of them selected a tract of 
160 @eres of land about a hundred miles 
west of Valentine. The next thing 
to be done wasto reach the scene of their 
future jabors. Between the girls and their 
lend wes a track of sandy soil, almost a desert, 
eighty miles across, and as there was no regu- 
Jar conveyance, the railroad still being in its 
infaxey, they had to hire a man todrivathem, 
for Wich trouble he demanded $30. This 
sum Mey agreed to pay, but were obliged to 
leave the greater part of their baggage behind 
them, jas the vehicle used was not strong 
encugh to carry a)l their trunks. 

_Thetide across the sandy plains was very 
tiresome, in many places the wheels sinkin 
up tothe hubs. The prospective farmers suf- 
fered @onsiderably, but without complaint, 
They passed the first night in a ranch, a 
wreteled place, but did their best to make 
themesives comfortable, thanks to the gener- 
ous Kospitality ot the proprietors. The next 
night was spent in a “hotel tent,” a rude raf- 
uge képt by a woman who lodged travelers to 
ibe best of her ability. The beds consisted of 
bundles of hay spread or the ground and cov- 
ered with coffee sacks. 

Upon one of these rough couches the two 
young ladies slept, and afterwards, writing of 
their experiences remarked, ‘‘a sweeter sleep 
we have never enjoyed.’’ The third night 
they reached Gordon, a small hamlet about 
six miles fromtheirland. At this place they 
maneged tosecure decent board, rested the 
following day, which was Sunday, and on 
Monfiay morning, thanks to the kindness of a 
gentleman ofthat locality, weredriven around 
the ueighborhood and gszed admiringly at the 
beautiful prairie land that swept grandly 
sroumd them. As they inhaled the pure air 
ot that glorious region they felt well paid for 
the hardships ep dured in reaching it. 

The young ladies had no difficulty in finds 
ing their property, and before night had en- 
geged @ surveyor to stake it out, a man to dig 
a well near the spot where they proposed to 
build their house, andthe following day ar- 
renpged with another man who, for $50, agreed 
to put them up 2 serviceable log cabin. The 
logs for their future home had tobe brought 
from the *‘timber land,” twelve miles dis- 
tant, and the necessary lumber for the floors, 
ete,, they secured by purchasing 
a dserted shanty, formerly occupied by 
‘reeseeiers.” For the latter they paid 
$25, Mia Pay, wold dnei them tho “ame #moun i: 
the breaking often acres of sod amounted to 
an additional $5, making the entire outlay 
$105. Their nearest neighbors were one and a 
quarter miles distant, and there they man- 
eged to secure a home until their own cabin 
was ready for occupancy. Asthe young la+ 
dies stcck of cash was limited, they determ- 
ed todo their own farming, and they began 
the most serious part of their undertaking. 

It is difficult to imagine these young ladies, 
delicately brought up, with soft, white hands, 
sowing, planting and digging. Yet they ac- 
— their self-imposed task and even- 
tually “wong corn, potatoes and various other 
vegetables. Theircabin was ready for use 
about June 1, and they moved in with joyous, 
hopeful hearts. Their stock of housekeeping 
goods was very small, but they actually 
cried with pleasure when they sat down to 
the first meal intheir new home. The baggage 
which they bad left at Valentine had been 
forwarded to them, so they soon had a very 
comfortable interior tor a household situated 
on the outskirts of civilization. At first they 
were forced to cook at an open fire on the bare 
earth outside the cabin, but later on securad 
an iron stove, and then matters culinary pro- 
eens under more favorable circumstances. 

eanwhile the “‘railroaders” had been doing 
goed and rapid work, and the two young girls 
were oyeljoyed one fine morning to see an 
engine and cars roll along not far from their 


Jand. 

Atter this the settlement began to show signs 
of rapidly developing lifeand the number of 
inhabitants increased in consequence. 
Throughout the summer these young ladies 
cceupied theniselves in improving their sure 
roundings, tilling their land, cultivating 
their little garden. Plants and flowers flour- 
ish rapidly in that rich, virgin soil, the most 
astonishing results being recorded. The en- 
terprising misses say they were treated with 
great respect by the rough cowboys and rail- 
road men of the neighborhood, and that they 
expect soon to visit their friends, having gain- 
ed health, experience and business tact, with- 
out counting a nice farm of 320 acres between 
them,

SAM JONBS ENTHUSBS THE THOU- 
SANDS. : 


Six Thousand Men Assembled inthe Big Tent, and 
Hundreds Fail to Get in—Scoring the Sald- 
headed Sinners, and Denouncing the 
Dangers of Baseball—Personal. 


BirMtnGuaM, Ala., November 1.—[Special.] 
The power of Sam Jones is a revelation to 
the people of Birmingham. They had heard 
of him, but never really knew him until to- 
day, although he has been here a week. The 
result of his glorious work was realized today, 
and all Birmingham seems drifting towards a 
regeneration. There is not that excitement 
usually attendant upon revolutions. The peo- 
ple have peen shown the error of their ways, 
end witha quiet determination are setting 
themselves right before God, = All 
the ° railroads centering here brought 
thousands of people, and by nine o’clock the 
street was so crowded as to blockade in some 


instances, The morning service was for men 
only, and the tent, which has a seating ea- 
pacity of six thousand, could not afford seats, 
or even standing room, for the immense throng, 
Mr. Jones first spoke of the great sin of pro- 
fenity. He said: 

I never said a man who would swear would 
steal, but i did say, and do say now, that a man 
who swears or breaks eny one of the command- 
ments would steal if it were not for the judges, 
the sherifis, the jailsand the coal mines. Ifthere 
be & man in this vast multitude who was a cusser 
vw hen he started to the war, and went through this 
war without stealing something, l want him to 
getend up. 

A grey haired veteran at once arose, about 
midway the the tent, and in a firm tone said: 

‘TI wentthrough the war without stealing, aad 
siartedin asa profane swearer.”’ 

Jones scratcbed bis head, and before he 
could make a reply, the veteran said: 

“Tl wantto state, however, that I never swore 
but one oath in my life.’’ 

Jones at once replied: 

‘“T thought you couldn’t have been much ofa 
‘cusser’’ or else the people kept their things 
mighty well out of your reach,”’ : 

He next spokeof the evil of gambling, and 
said: 

‘You fellows have gotso you bet on anything. 
Why, some of you are betting right now that Sam 
8mail can beat Sam Jones a preaching, and I hous 
estly relieve yeu are right about that, but you 
nee adn’t gamble ou it.”’ ; 

Speaking ot the Louisiana lottery, he said: 

‘ General Lee rests in his peaceful grave, a man 
revered by every patriotic Christian in this coua-: 
try. Beauregard and Early will soon be laid to 
rest in a grave covered all over with ignominyg.’’

M. B. THORNTON HEARD FROM. 


He tein Trouble Abeut the Owaership of a 
' Goal wiine, 

LovisviL_E, Ky., November 1.—On October 
28, M. E. Thornton and Mrs. E. C. Thornton, 
husband and wife, filed a suit in equity in the 
Whitley county (Ky.) circuit court against B. 
DuPont, B. Colemen, Geo. W. Denison, the 
main Jellico mountain coal company, and the 
Central coal and iron company. Denison is 
the brother of Mrs. Thornton. The petition 
covers thiry-three closely written pages of 
legal cap, and is @ sweeping arraignment. 
At the conclusion a prayer is made that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the 
affairs of the main Jellico mountain coal com- 

any. 

One of the first statements in the petition is 
that the plaintifis are residents of Kentucky. 
Out of this an issue has already been made, 
and affidavits have been filed by the defend- 
ants to the effect that Mr. and Mrs. Thornton 
are citizens and residents of South Carolina. 
The object is to transfer the case to the federal 
court in this city. Arguments were heard 
Thursday by Judge H. F. Finley at Williams- 
burg, who now has the questions in dispute 
under advisement. 

Several lengthy paragraphs are devoted to 
the history of the organization. On or about 
July 29, 1884, the tract of land on which the 
mines have been opened, in Whitley county, 
was purchased, and an agreement made by 
which the land, debts, and other expenses in- 
curred in equipping the camp with buildings, 
etc., were to be paid for from time to time. 
Five thousand shares of stock were to be 
issued. At this time Mr. B. DuPont was not 
known in the transactions. Since 
the original contract was signed and the 
articles of agreement became binding, Mrs. 
Thornton claims that, upon various occasions, 
she bas purchased stock to the amount of 891 
shares, paying therefore $30 per share. Mr. 
Thornton, according toghis statement, owns 
240 shares, giving the plaintiffs jointly a 
$34,200 interest in the mines. Mr. Thornton 
was formerly a director and acting vice- 
president ormanager. April 4th, 1885, this 
authority was taken from him, and he was 
also excluded from the board of 
directors. His wife, however, is still a mem- 
ber of the board. Mr. Denison is known as 
the trustee, and as such holds various shares 
of stock. By a®deal,§which the plain- 
tffs allege was both fraudulent and void, 
DuPont, Denison,* and Coleman have, since 
April 4 last, exercised full control, over the 
business of the mines. Inthis Mr. and and 
Mre. Thornton claim that they have been out- 
regecusly treated, and deprived of what they 
have alegalright toenjoy. They then go on 
to makecharges against both Denison and 
DuPont of a damaging character. The case is 
exciting much interest.

THE ALAMO CITY. 


Points of Interest about the Historic Town 
of Texas, 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 
~he city of Texas that most attracts stran- 
gers is San Antonio, and no place in the 
southwest poesesses greater claims upon the 
leasure-seeker, the historian and the patriot. 
efore the authentic history of the place bo- 


cities, and the frequent relics dug up at the 
present time confirm this. Prior to 1595 
Spanish explorers settled on both sides of the 
Rio Grande, though the exact date is not 
known. By 1680 both France and Spain were 
eagerly pushing explorations in Texas. It 
was the romantic age of the soutowest, 
and the bravest of tilted knights 
were still dreaming of wealth to be 
conquered end of fabled cities in the desert. 
St. Denis, a French captain, in 1714 laid out 
a military road trom Louisiana through San 
Antoniotothe Rio Grande, and this, “the 
old San Antonio road,” for 150 years was the 
great highway of trade. Merchants, trappers, 
Mexicans, smnegiem lordly dons, gracious 
and high-born ladies, ns, silver carriers 
and soldiers crowded this broad road for four 

enerations. Indian chiefs, ambushed in the 

ills, swept, Bedouin like, upon them, and 
Mexicans yielded, and Americans fought 
behind mule and wagon barricades. It was 
the drama of pioneer settlement, complicated 
with the sultry and picturesque Spanish ele- 
ment. Kit Carson and Dave Crockett and 
dashing Jack Hays rode along this old high- 
wey in later days, but in the times of which 
we speak, La Harpe and Ximenes, the Dake 
of Bexar, the Marquis of Casa Fuerta, Gover- 
nors Sandoval, Jarequil and a dozen others, 
priests, generals and high officials of 
the province, ~ passed and repassed on 
this dusty road. Just ag the 
century began, Americans vis- 
ited San Antonio, and the era of tangled poli- 
tics, revolutions and final conquests began. 
The history of the classic city is written im 
guide books and works on Texas, but many df 
the original documents still remain undeci- 
phered and unedited, so that “‘the last word’’ 
bas not yet been said. Visitors, however, 
need only know thatthe dingy building of 
stone, the old mission called the Alamo, inthe 
beart of the city, is the place that Colonel 
Travis, with 145 men, held against the whole 
Mexican army for eleven days until supplies 
and munitions failed, when they were put to 
death to the sound of the Mexican degueilo, 
or bugle order, for ‘‘no quarter.’ 

PESENT APPBARANCE OF THE FORT. 

The Alamo was the Mission Sau Antonio de 
Valero, and the corner stone was laid in 1744 
and the dedication made in 1757. A royal 
dean secularized itin 1793, and it was used as 
afort. Theconvent building has been used 
for business purposes, but the oid chapel, or 
Alamo proper, belongs to the state and has a 
guardian appointed by the governor. It is a 
yellowish building seventy-five by sixty feet 
equare, and the stone walis 
are four teet thick and twenty-two 
feet high. The Texans held the Alamo, the 
convent and the pleza walls, but retired at last 
to the fortress. Thoir flag was the Mexicaa 
tri color, with the numerals 1824” in the 
place of the eagle. They had three cannon on 
the church walls and nine in convent and 
pleza. Onecan determine the location of 
nearly every one of these. In the great broken 
door of the Alemoandon the cannon torn 
walls are ineffaceable marks of the fierce 
struggle. But it issadtosee how vandals 
have desecrated the spot so sacred to Texans, 
The inside walla of the building are covered 
with hundreds of names, and hacked by the

THE OTHER MISSIONS AND CATHEDRALS. 

I have spoken of the mission that became a 
fort. The Franciscan padres founded six 
missions in 1716, and one, indeed, as early as 
1554. There was some of them decorated by 
stone-workers and artists from Spain, and 
their traceried windows are worth a long 
journey to _ see. Neustra Conception 
is the ‘‘first mission,” two miles 
below San Antonio, where the corner stone 
was laid in°1731.. The architecture is Moor- 
igh and the dome is of beautiful proportions. 
The Christianized Indians tilled broad fields, 
tended large herds, built great aqueducts and 
irrigating canals, and were protected from 
hostile tribes by Mexican soldiers. Four 
miles below the city is the Mission San Jose 
de Aguavo, founded in 1820, and decorated by 
Huica. Six miles below the city is San Juan 
Capistrano, founded in 1716. Both these mis- 
sions are now almost in ruins,but well repay a 
visit. Nine miles below thecity the mission of 
San Francisco shows a portion of the walls 
and town standing. In the heart of San An- 
tonio the fine cathedral of San Fernando was 
founded in 1/32. The red flag of Santa Anna 
floated from its tower when he ordered the 
charge on the Alamo.

Two Miners Lose Their tives bythe Ex- 
Pplosion ofa Biast, 

New Yorx, November 1.—James Keenan, 
twenty-two years old, and Thomas Kelly, of 
the same age, both employed at shaft No. 6 
of the new Croton aqueduct, at Whitson’s 
station, were killed shortly after 1 o’clock this 
morning, justas they had commenced work 
efter eating. They belonged to the night 
ebift ot men. Keenan ran the 
drilling machine, and Kelly was 
aesistant. After the drill had gone 
about ten inches into the rock of the south 
heading, where they were at work, the blast 
suddenly went off, sending stones and frag- 
ments fiying through the air. The heavy 
drill] machine was hurled over upon Keenan, 
crushing his head. He diedinstantly. Kelly 
was struck on the head bya large piece ot 
rock, which crushed in his skull. He died ia 
ten minutes. At the inquest over the victims 
it was learned that the explosion was 
caused by the drill striking 
acartridge in an old hole, which it was 
thought had been exploded at the proper 
time. The jury’s verdict attached no blame 
to any one, th men were experienced 
miners, having worked all their lives in coal 
and ore mines near their homes.

Itis unspeakably ead tolook upon the 
bright, hopeful faces of these country boys 
who rush ofl to the city every winter to seek 
their fortunes. Fornine outof every ten 
bere is nothing but disappointment in store, 
and perhaps something worse, it is natural 
that en active, ambitious youth should re- 
gard his father’s farm as too narrow a sphere 
for his abilities. Itis natural, too, that he 
should look upon the city as his proper field. 
Nothing will undeceive him but an experi- 
mental test. 
As a rule every city furnishes its own sup- 
ply of young men for the desirable positions 
in the various cccupations, They are pre- 
ferred to strangers, and as they live at home 
meny of them are ableto beginon lower 
salaries (than those froma distance could 
aficrd to accept. Theoutsiders have a hard 
read to trave). Generally they come to the 
city without money, withouta trade, with. 
cut business experiencejjandjwithout much 
knowledge of the world. They spend days 
and weeks hunting for employment, and 
finally go back to thefarm penniless and 
bitterly diseppointed. Some, etill more un-

HISTORY. 


The Old Map—Oconee River~Etoho, Itchlobee and 
Zishmagu-Indian Names of Some of the 
Smaller Streemse—Their Significanee— 
Other Interesting News Notes. 


From the Jefferson, Ga., Herald. 

The old London map of 1775, dimmed by 
the ever moving finger of Time, gives nearly 
all the principal streams of northeast Geor- 


gia. The Oconee and its various branches | 


seems to have received particular attention. 


The main streams of this river took its name 


from the tribe of Oconee Indians, who settled 


in the present limits of Washington county, | 


about 1690, where they remained until 
1715, when they emigrated to the western 
benks of the Chattahoochee, principally now 
in Hall and Habersham counties. Passing 
through this county from Tallahasse to Hur- 
ricane shoals, they still applied the name of 
Oconee to its three principal head branches. 
Properly, these streams should still be called 
North, Middle and South Oconee. Really, 
Walnut Fork and Mulberry Fork have no 
well known significance, though they were 
thus designated in the first settlement of the 
county. 

Both Creeks and Cherokees, however, called 
the North Oconee Etoho; Walnut Fork, Ithlo- 
bee, and Mulberry Fork, Tishmagu. Etoho, 
Ithlobee and Tishmagu were names of three 
brothers who were noted warriors away back 
in the misty past. 

Taken separately, the words mean, one,two 
three sons. hus, Eto, son: ho,oze. Ith, 
another; Jobee, two. Tish, one more; magu, 
threo. Translated—One son, another son,ong 
moreson, Hence, the propriety of calline 
these streams by one general name having 
distinctive appellatives. 

The name of Sandy creek is Pocataligo—on 
the map, Pocatagligo. The origin ot this 
name is curious, and literally means a terra- 
pin. In those days, itis said, Sandy creek 
contained vast numbers of these little 
iron-clad animals, of which the In- 
dians were very fond, especially for their 
evening meals. It often happens, however, 
that the hunter could not tell whether he had 
captured a dead ora living pocataligo, because 
when overtaken the cunning creature would 
“play ’possum’’ by drawing his head wholly 
within its shell, and thus remain motionless. 
To decide the matter the Indian, being pro- 
vided with a coal of fire, which he carried at 
the end of a _ reed, proceeded to 
poke the terrapin’s tail with the hot 
coal, or in Indian parlance, poke-hisstail- 
he-go,{ which was finally contracted into 
Pocataligo. Of course such an experiment 
would test the lecomotive powers of any liv~ 
ing creature; and if by this unceremonious 
application of fire, the terrapin could not be 
made to ‘‘go,”’ it was adjudged to be unfit tor 
supper. A neighboring district and court 
ground in Madison county is still known by 
the name of Pocataligo. 

Turkey creek, on which Jackson’s mill is 
located, was Pinhollowah. Pinawah, means 
a turkey; hollowah, high up. An Indian 
killed a turkey ona high tree which stood 
near the banks of this stream. Hence its 
name. Within the memory of the living both 

urkey and deer were more numerous in the 
vicinity of this little water course than any- 
where else in the country. Seventy years 
ago the banks, for miles in extent, were cov- 
ered with the most luxuriant growth of cane 
and bamboo, In these the venemous serpent 
hissed by day, and there the scream of the 
panther and the howl of the wolf were a ter- 
ror by night. 

Curry’s creek, running by Jefferson, was 
named Tobesofskee. Soiskee was an Indian 
dish made of beaten corn meal. Tobe means 
I bave lost. An Indian, when crossing the creek 
in time of high water,lost his dinner. Hence 
the derivation—I have lost my sofskee—I have 
lest my dinner, 

lurricane creek, which runs into the north 
Oconee near Hurricane shoals, went by the 
curious nameof Tooktecangee. Tookto means 
acorn house or a crib; cangee signifies fixed 
or standing. Near the mouth of this stroam 
there was kept a standing |supply of corn— 
or the huntersin time of peace; and for the 
warriors in timeofwar. These fixed supplies 
of corn were keptat various places through- 

.the nation. The grain was planted, culti- 

sted and stored wholly by the women. Those 
sngaged inthe work were called hoctores, 
thatis, burden bearers. It is a shame that 

Tr s may still be found in this country. 
still more carious name of Cabootacon- 
ppled to the Double Branches in 
Newtown district. Cahoota means wolf, and 
connaugh,trap. There wasa wolf trap be- 
ween these two branches,and the precise 
spot of its location is still known. It was a 
square hole dug in the earth cight or ten feet 
deep, some six feet across the top, but much 
larger at bottom. In this hole a piece of fresh 
meat was thrown for a bait, and across 
the top were placed reeds just strong enough 
to hold a covering of forest leaves. The hun- 
gry wolf, scenting the meat, was sure to 
scratch for it among the leaves, and the reeds, 
not being suflicient to bear the strain, gave 
way,gnd left his wolfehip nothing to do but 
tail to the bottom, where he was doomed to 
await the arrival of his captors. Ichocon- 
naugh means deer trap, but it is not known 
thet any contrivances of this sort ever existed 
bere. 

Beech creek, principally in Chandler’s dis- 
trict, was designated by the euphonious title 
of Taurulehoole. Taurula means panther; 
hoole signifies te scream or hallo. Hence, the 
translation, screaming panther. The name 
was given because of the great number of pan- 
thers that inhabited the dense canebrakes 
which grew on both sides of the stream, the 
jungle being at some places from three to four 
miles wide. About thirty years ago the writer 
saw one joint of areed which was cut from the 
banks of Taurulahoole some time in the latter 
part of the last century. It was called “the 
Indian’s bottle.” 

The bottle has something of a history. The 
hollow in the reed was nearly two inches in 
diameter, and abouttwenty inches long. It 
was used fora ‘‘whisky bottle,” and was said 
to contain enough ot the ‘‘fire water” to make 
any Indian drunk. Originally it was owned 
and used by an Indian who remained here 
years aiter the country came into the undispu- 
ted possession of the white man. His real 
heme was Ysattee, but the 
pioneer settlers called him Jolly Jumper. He 
lived somewhere not far from the present site 
of Jug Tavern, and the corner of Jackson, 
Walton and Gwinnett counties is said to be 
the precise spot of Jolly Jumper’s grave. 
Throughout the early occupation of this im- 
mediate settlement by the whites, he was a 
noted character, being bold, eloquent and 
higbly intelligent. 

When seen by the writer “the Indian’s Bot- 
tle’? was in the possession of Bob Stovall, a 
giant negro man, well known in the country. 
Some years before, Bob had purchased his own 
and his wife’s freedom of John Stovall, whe 
lived where Z. W. Hoed now resides; and in 
this curious bottle he carefully kept the cer- 
tificate which made him a free man, Beit 
said to his honor, Bob used his freodom faith- 
fully and well, and died at an extreme old 
age about the time the war between the states 
came to a close.” 

The contrast-between the uzes made of ‘‘the 
bottle” by the Indien and by the negro, fur- 
nishes afar more pleasing end truthful bas's 
for southern romance in real life than any- 
thing found in Uncle Tom’s cabin.

COTTON RAISING. 


ARP BELIEVES THAT COTTON IS 
7 STILL KING, 


He Hes Just Returned FromeTrip Through ths 
Northern Portion of South Osrolins, and is of 
the Opinion that Haising Cotton is 
Profitebie—Oia Time Notes. 


{Copyright 1885, by tbe Author] — 
I verily believe that cotton still is king. 
We make too much ofit, I know—not too 
much for the world’s good, but too much for 
ours. Nevertheless, I do not believe that 
making cotton makes us poorer. I have just 
returned from the northern portion of South 
Carolina, a prosperous region,and I saw noth- 
ing but cotton. A!) along the road from An- 
derson to Newberry aud Newberry to Laurens 
and Laurens to Greenwood there is an unbro- 
ken area of cotton—white, fleecy cotton. Not 
one fourth of it hae had itesecond picking,and 
yet the depots and platforms and gin houses 
are crowded with it. I never saw a fieldo 
corn, notone, I was told they raised oats in 
liberal quantities, and oate, I know, area 
good crop, but the great product is cotton,and 
this hes been a great year for it. New- 
berry is. counting on 25,000 bales, 
and the thriving town “Prosperity,” only six 
miles distant, will have six thousand, and 
Leurens twenty thousand, and Greenwood ten 
thousand, and many little towns between 
these will get ashare. The negroes make this 
cotton mainly, and they can keep tat and 
Blick on eight cents a pound. They don’t 
care. It makes but little difference with them 
whether the price is eight cents or eighteen. 
They spend allthey get for it, without any 
regard to consequences, and are bappy. The 
white people bande it and handle the money 
end thrive on it, Their stores are full of goods 
end {ull of darkies trading. The darkies 
ere the best customers ia the world for the 
merchants. They have but little idea 
what they ought to buy, or what they ought 
to pay for it. Blessed is the man who treats 
them fairly, and acts as a guardian to them 
sud gives them good advice. A merchant told 
methethe could sella darkey a red plaid 
shewl that cost sixty cents, for two dollars, 
just ae eeeily as for one dollar. The towns I 
mentioned are not dull or dead, but are on a 
boom. Everything about them bears evidence 
of prosperity, and it all comes from cotton, 
Newberry bas acotton mill that cost two hun- 
dred thousand dollars and all this is surplus 
money that come trom trade—their own trade. 
But elas for Charleston, that good eld city by 
the eca. The Central RK. R. system of Georgia 
hes pusbed their lines away up into Carolina 
and yiven a newimpetus to the development 
of that section. Augusta is now their market 
snd Savannah their seaport. Everybody 
talks Augusta and everybody takes the Au- 
gusta Chronicle. On the Air-Line taat skims 
slong the northern boundary everybody talks 
Atlante, and everybedy takes Tuk Constitv- 
TIoN.

That is 
what is the matter. They aretoorich. They 
lack energy. Their rich men are mainly Ger- 
msxe, who will not vesture in large enter- 
prises, but prefer to keep near shore. He said 
thet Charleston hed over one hundred men 
whe were worth one hundred thousand dol- 
lars, and fifty men worth each a quarter of a 
Millicn, and half as many more worth a mil- 
lion, and yet Charleston makes no advance. 

I) ateed through the old historic district of 
- Pendleton, where ueeu to live. the statesmen 
atd.grandees of South Carolina, Calhoun and 
Chevesend Pickens and Legaree, and many 
others famous in the olden time. I saw their 
neglected and almost abandoned homesteads. 
I went back in memory when they lived in 
' baronial mansions and kept open house and 
traveled inetately coaches with servants to 
wait upon them; wherethey received distin- 
guished guests and all lived like lords of the 
menor. But now the places that knew them 
are almost desolate sna inruins.

whose only daughter has found her mother in 
the spirit land and whose only sons fell in de- 
fensre of their father land. Is it any wonder, 
that when astranger calls to see Mr. Clem- 
son-as I did the poor old nian should open the 
mansion door narrowly and cautiously and 
reluctantly and with a tremulous vorca whis- 
per ,“‘who are you and what do you want?” 
Such is life and such is fame, and makes one 
fee] that it is better, far better, to be humble 
than to be rreat. It was 
while pressin ¢ through this 
region that ] became interested ine pleasant 
guarre] between two gentiemen about bermuda 

rats. I call it bermuda but that venerable 
wtanist, Dr. Berckman the father of P. J.

An Incident of the War, 
From the Valdosta, Ga., Times, 

Doles’s brigade lett the battlefield at Chan- 
celloraville late in the afternoonon May 6th, 
1863, ina drenching rain. About dark the 
corduroy, or pole road, was reached, and it 
was found to be in a wretched condition. The 
poles had been broken and torn up, so that 
every few steps one would bog up to his Knees, 
and sometimes even to the hips. Frequently 
a soldier would have to be helped out by his 
comrades, being utterly unable 
to extricate himself. It was 
notlong beforethe brigade was completely 
disbanded. The men could be found in 
equads of from two to a dozen, tramping along 
the best they could. Some eight or ten ofthe 
Twelith Georgia regiment kept pretty well 
together, and found near Hamilton’s crossing 
‘‘Mr. Gordon’s pot and spider wagons,’’ which 
the cooking detail had evidently just left. 
The fires were still burning, andthe cooking 
utensils, with some provisions, were 
promiscuously scattered all around. 
The men at once set to work to  pre- 
pare scmething to eat. Having captured a 
good supply of coffeeon the battle field, a 
camp kettle full of that excellent beverage 
was very soon ready for the stragglers. Just 
about this time a varty of horsemen rode up, 
tut on the opposite side of a high hedge 
fence, and haijied. The men at the fira, 
thinking they were accosted by the band of 
straggling cavalrymen, did not reply in lan- 
guage most polite. The following is only a 
samp!e of the dialogue that ensued: ‘What 
ere you doing over there?” ‘None of. 
your d——-d business.” ‘‘Whet brigade do 
you belongto?” ‘‘Doles’.”” ‘‘Where is Doles’ 
brigede?” “Scattered from h—1l to break- 
fast,”’ besideS a great deal more thatis now 
forgotten. The party on horseback not get- 
ting avy information, rode off, and soon find- 
ing an opening in the sedge fence crossed 
over ard rode up to the fire, when it was dis- 
covered that the straggling calverymen were 
General Doles and his staff. Every man atthe 
fire rose to his feet and commenced to apolo- 
gize. Our friend Jim A., dewn on Mud 
Swamp, was especiaily and particularly prdé- 
fuse with spologics. He hastily prepared a 
cup of coflee wwhichthe general thankfully 
sccepted and alter chatting a little while rode 
off, pleasantly remarking: ‘‘Boys we are 
going back to cur oid wiater quarters. Get

Rev. T.B, Kerdail, at Trinity Chureb, Makes a 
Strong ebdad Earnest Piea for worn Out 
Preachers and Widows end Orphans of 
Deceesea Ministers— Ocher Dots. 


A large congrezation, for so inclement a morn. 
ing, assembled at Trinity. As Dr. Kendall wishea 
to present a special subject, the communion WAS

think of the universal vower in finite terms; to 
regard our most cherished names 283 more than 
feeble symbols of His love and power; to deem 
formulas about Him orschemes as to His way of 
seivation as anything more than accommodations 
to our Jower understanding, orto suppose that 
what we proclaim as true is anything more than 
ow faulty apprehension of His unsearchable re- 
ality. 

i would thet men felt free to find and confess 
the pecertary shortcomings of their variou; 
professions of faith. With or withont 
the permission of their church, however, themen 
olcvyery sect, who are best informed as to thechar- 
ecter and history of the Bible and most famiilar 
with mocern science and the trend of modern 
thought, sre putting new interpretations upon 
oid doctrines, interpretations which leave hardly 
a trice of their former meaning. The questionof 
Biblical inspiration and authority lies at the very 
fovucation of all reform in a religion based upon 
revelation. And it is precisely here that there has 
been such marked progress in the insiructed 
thought of our age. 

Fchleiermacher, who has been largely accepted 
as the representative theologian of the nineteenth 
century, says that the ‘Bible is the record of God's 
revelations of himself in the human conscious- 
rere, % The ate. | of the Bib! 
lies in its appeal te the reason.”’ If the Bible is 
the record o1 a progressive revelation, itmust cou: 
tain much in its earlier portions, which 
is superseded or even contradicted 
by the later and higher truth. 
To Jook beneath the surface of much that is re- 
pugrant to the idea ofalaterage, for the pres- 
ence of the same humanity tnat speaks in our- 
selves, hearing witnets to tts relationship to God; 
to follow the growth of the conscience as under a 
divine tuition it rises to more adequate concep- 
tion of God and man. Itis this principle in mod.. 
ern criticism which has given a higher santicity to 
scripture, and imparted to its study amore fruit- 
ful is terest.” 

ln the same yein, such scholars and preachers 
as the Episcopal krofessor Alien, the Congrega- 
tional Lheodore Munger, the Presbyterian David 
Swing, andthe Baptist, Professor Toy, are writing 
and teaching. Andone by one. as we tollow the 
re statem entfo! Christian!doctrine as they areziven 
by Mr. Munger, in his;beok called tne’‘Freedom are 
of) aith,”’ the ablest exposition yet given of what 
is called the ‘“‘New Theology.” we find these doc- 
trines divested of their ancient unreason, 
inhumanity, impossibility aud unmorality. 

lf Dr. Woodrow, who is making such a strenu- 
ous figbt forhis rightto tbink and teach ua tne 
facts of the physical world compel him to believe, 
without giving up bis standing in the Presbyte- 
rian icburch, could come himself to these concep- 
tiops of the Bible, which his more emancipated 
brethren bave attained, it would free him at one 
cut. from the cruel necessity he now feels of re- 
cucilipg his theory of eyolution as applied 
to men’s physique with the | unscientific 
story of creation as xiven in Genesis. Ii he could 
only be suffered in the church he so loyally abides 
by, to hold the position he first took, that the 
Li ble is not inspired to teach science, he mightjba 
salentifie end orthodox at the same time. 
Only his orthodoxy would be of the progiessive 
kind which we have been illustrating, not that 
which is mtcet heppily described in one of its 
familiar hymns: 

“Fixed in an eternal state

MR. KATES HAS A WORD OR TWO ABOODT DR. HAW: | 


THORNE, 

Mr. Kates read a portion of the tenth chapter of 
Matthew, which related the charges Jesus made to 
his disciples. 

The speaker said he preposed to briefiy test the 
loyalty of modern spiritualism and Christianity to 
both the teachings of Jesus and present good 


works. Especially would he hold up for contrast | 


the mo@ern preachers of sectarian religions who 


claim to be the disciples of Jesns—and he, the 
speaker, cecired no better basis of jadgment or 


contviast than the words of Jesus when he sent ‘ 


forth his twelve disciples. Ali things in life must 
besr tbe tests of reason and accord with Known 
and aecepted principles in rctence, law aod 
mecbarism. ‘The practical result makes the pro- 
iccted thing ef oo oe consignhs it to oblivion. 
it is tyme that Christianity bas existed nearly 
1,060 yeers, and has been the means of doing great 
good. But hasit done all it ought orcould; has 
it been bequeathed to this generation in the 
purity which Jesus proclaimed it? All people 
sre more or ess religions; but true religion is 
shown in w6rksof utility and in the personal 
possession of purity and holiness. Our civiliza- 
tion is & grand advance over that ol 
two centuries ego. But, is it what it should be? 
We bave grand specimens of manhood and wo- 
maphoed. But,are these specimens in the mi- 
norityor majority? Should not all humanity be 
saved and developed undera divine plan of sal- 
vation, instead of only a small majority? 

Is there perfect wisdom ina divine plan of sal- 
vation which foreordains only a few to bethe 
“elected?” : 

With regard to testing mediums and the facts of 
spirit return apd communion, the speaker said it 
depended upon the purity and honesty ot the ia 
vestigator as to what sortof tests he would receive. 
or wbat sort of spirits he would attract. The test 
of spizitualism is in the proof of im roctality 
Spiritualism ix pot only a tenstous manifestation 
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of an occult force, but a philosophy, a science and 
areligion. It can be a grand and blessed faith, or 
a periect knowledge. Spiritualism is not tested 
by exposing a fraud practicing medium, but ia 
proving a genuine and honest medium. 

Christianity is not proven false by a misguided 
devotee, nor by a hypocritical or treacherous 
preacher. Christianity fs a truth that cannot be 
destroyed by any modern theologian nor blatant 
infidel. To interpret the Christ principle is more 
difficult than to form an opiaion thereon. 

Dr. Hawthorne has lately preached upon ‘‘The 
Test ot Loyalty,” He seems to think it isa de- 
light in many to prove all churchmen as hypo. 
erites, and v6, png do infidels soclaim., Mr, 
Kates said he knew too many honest, sincere and 
good Christians to brand them as hypocrites, 
however much he might seek to prove them mis- 
taken or “blindly following the blind.” 

Dr. Hawthorne said: “God delights to honor a 
true mén.”’ The speaker said, that this God- 
sani ge of honoring men is inberent in every 

reest, and as a tiue man, every spiritualist, who 


‘can assume the name honestly, fears not to stand 


before God and be judged for his honor, fidelity 
snd virtue, 

A true man is one who has high convictions of 

urity, justice and mercy, and dares to live them 
in this world, where menin power and affluence 
on iga the weaker and plodders in fields of 
labor, 

Dr. Hawthorne says: ‘‘To reach moral heights 
we must gothrough tribulation ’’ As spiritual- 
ists, we expect trials and tribulations, and 
are willing to'bear them; aad if modernChristians 
think they are doing God’s service in 
heaping yinfamy and misjudgment upon the 
Spiritualits, then weshould patiently bear it and 
bide the time when the forgiving quality of Je« 
sus shall dweliin their souls and ‘‘he who is with- 
cut sin, cast the firetstone,’’ The Christianity ot 
theSpiritualists is love—love for all mea and for- 
giveness for all slanderers, The speaker severely 
criticised Dr- Hawthorne for some utterances 
about those he terms “‘the devils in Atlanta tuo- 
Gay.”’ Mr, Kates could not look upon 
the people ae being either individually 
or collective! a depraved class. 
He sees good in all. He knows of none in the land 
and would dislike very much to believe there are 
those who ‘attack every form of purity, honesty, 
uprightnets and integrity.’’ He quoted from the 
words of Jesus and commanded Dr Hawthore to 
“judge not that be be not judged.’’ Mr. Kates 
paid a tribute to those termed ‘infidels,’ and de. 
fended them from the charge of being associated 
with debanchery and damnation. ASa class, he 
asserted, they are true, upright and moral. He 
also pleasantly referred to Dr. Hawthorne's 
wonder that the sheeted dead do not rise and re- 
buke them.”’ It is not the sheeted dead that rise, 
but the souls of the mortals whose sheeted bodies 
monider to dust in the grave, and the component 
parts rehabilitate other forms in the great evolu- 
tion of matter.

Church of the Redeemer, 

Last night Lr, Eddy lectured on ‘‘Georgia’s In~ 
cebtedness to Congregationalism.’’ A large au- 
dience greeted the gentleman, and his lecture was 
entertaining throughout. After speaking some 
time he said that the early history of Georgia was 
intertwined with Congregationalism. Since com- 
ing to Atlanta he was surprised to find the major- 
ity of southern people strangely ignorant of a de- 
romination which acted an important part in the 
colonial and revolutionary pertod 
of Georgia developments. How the 
growth ef the denomination in the state was 
arrested, and bow its very existence has come to 
be almost forgotten. He said that Georgia had 
elways honored as its founder Governor Ozgle- 
therpe, who arrived at Sanvannah in January, 
1738. Among the settlers who gathered around 
brim in the new city, were seyen hundred who 
had become, by long confinement for debt, hetp- 
less Strangers in their pative land. In behalf of 
this colony he exerted all bis wisdon and energy 
for its defense and prosperity. Within tne 
bounds of thatcolony—at Beach Hill and Dor- 
chester— wes a Congregational community. 

The speskerwenton to show that Congregi- 
tionslism hed played an important part in re- 
ligicn in the southern states since tbat time. Phe 
grand old Congregational church at Miway still 
stood ssa monument to the faithful few who 
came first tothesouth. It is said thatthischurch 
raised up and educated more men for the minis- 
try than apy church inthesouth. Dr. Eddy fol- 
lowed up the history of the church closely up to 
the present. He closed by saying:
